The Mexican died a t 8:45 o’clock 
last night, a t the Santa Ana Hospi­ 
tal. 
The Inquest was held by Coro­ 
ner W inbigler this morning, and the 
jury that heard the evidence signed 
the above verdict, and passing from 
the room, shook W arner by the hand 
and personally assured him of their 
verdict of justification, and congrat­ 
ulated him upon doing the thing that 
saved his life. 
♦ 
Still Unknown 
But little is known about the dead 
Mexican. 
He 
had 
been 
hanging 
about Orange for a week, sleeping 
on a pile of ties near the Santa Fe 
tracks on W est Palm yra avenue. His 
name is in doubt. 
It is 
Remes 
or 
Ramos or som ething of that sort. 
Four w itnesses testified at the in­ 
quest. 
R. L. Precht stated 
th at 
Remes 
and three other Mexicans had been 
sleeping a t the pile of ties for sev­ 
eral nights. 
They stole apricots and 
potatoes from his ranch, 
and got 
w ater a t his hydrant. 
Last Friday 
he told Remes he would 
give 
him 
two days to leave. 
Remes insolently 
replied th at he would stay. 
Tuesday 
evening Precht saw the men in his 
apricot orchard stealing fruit. 
Precht w ent to town and got the 
officers. 
Two men were found asleep 
under a 
walnut 
tree. 
W esterm an 
had them on the tracks when W ar­ 
ner went to the pile 
of 
ties 
and 
aroused 
the 
third 
man. 
Remes. 
Precht heard the click of Romes’ re­ 
volver when it snapper, saw W arner 
jufbp back and saw the 
hash 
th at 
came with the shot that was fired at 
W arner, in the sam e instant W arner 
began shooting. 
W esterm an ran to­ 
ward the place, and W anter stopped 
shooting when W esterm an 
got 
in 
line with the Mexican. 
Offieera Testify 
W esterm an stated th at the reason 
he did not shoot at the Mexican was 
for lear of hitting W arner, who was 
beyond. 
“I struck him on the head with the 
butt of my pistol, and had to hit his 
hand to make him let go his revolver. 
He tried to shoot me twice, but his 
gun snapped. 
He tried 
to 
get 
a 
rock to hit me with." 
W arner, who feels 
badly 
th at it 
was necessary for him to take the 
m an’s life, 
told 
the 
story 
in 
a 
straight-forward, manly manner. 
“I put him under arrest, and told 
him to move on up the track toward 
the other men.” said W arner. 
“I had 
searched him. 
He m ust have had his 
revolver hidden in the ties. 
As he 
passed ahead of me and around the 
ties, he wheeled and the m ussle of 
the gun was within eighteen inches 
of my face. 
The 
gun 
snapped. 
I 
jumped hack, aud then the shot was 
fired. 
I felt the bullet go by me. 
I 
was blinded by the flash. 
I began 
shooting after the man shot a t me. 
I fired three 
times. 
I 
quit 
when 
W esterm an ran up and got in line. 
We had a physician called as soon 
as possible, and took bim 
to 
the 
Santa Ana H ospital.” 
County Physician 
W ehrly 
stated 
th at the autopsy showeu th at the bul­ 
let passed through the lower part of 
the right lung, the liver, stom ach and 
spleen,, 
At 
the 
hospital 
Remes 
would not stay in bed. 
Ten m inutes 
before he died he got up, walked to 
a table, got a drink of 
w ater 
and 
w ent back to bed.

SARDINE PACKING 
BUSINESS IS BAO 


•ut 20 Out of 
50 
Factor!** 
Have 
Opened in Mains— Market la 
Much Overstocked 


NEW YORK, 
July 15.— From 
the 
eastern coast of Maine comes word 
th at the sardine packing business is 
in an exceedingly bad way this sea­ 
son. Of the nearly half a hundred fac­ 
tories. fewer than tw enty have opened 
thus far. 
The depressed condition of the busi­ 
ness is due to the m arket’s being over­ 
stocked, about 600,000 cases being car­ 
ried over from the IDU 
pack. 
The 
American public is not yet hungry 
enough for sardines to consume more 
than 2.000,000 cases a year. and last 
year there were 2.500,000 eases packed 
In the Maine factories, which put up 
practically SU the American sardines. 


Fifty-nine 
Santa 
Ana 
Boosters 
boarded a special car at 1:30 yester­ 
day afternoon for the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce excursion to Newport Har­ 
bor. 
The party was chaperoned by Linn 
L. Shaw, Geo. \V. M inter, L. J. Car­ 
den, directors, 
and 
J. C. Metzgar, 
secretary, of the Cham ber 
of Com­ 
merce. 
Some were enthusiastic, de­ 
termined boosters, with 
an abiding 
faith in the future of Newport Har­ 
bor. a faith born of knowledge of its 
possibilities. 
O thers were doubting, 
skeptical, yet willing 
to be shown 
and open 
to 
conviction—and 
they 
were convinced. 
Arrived at Balboa, the party was 
augmented by a number 
who 
had 
made the journey by auto, 
and the 
excursionists assembled on the bal­ 
cony of the pavilion, overlooking the 
bay. 
After "Tilton” Shaw had stated 
the purpose of the gathering and ex­ 
patiated briefly but eloquently on the 
beauties and advantages of the bay 
and harbor, he introduced Capt. Wm. 
Kelly, the veteran pilot of Newport 
Bay. who, twenty-five years ago, had 
safely piloted schooners 
across the 
bar and landed them safely at Fort 
Orange, or Newport Landing, as it 
was then known. 
Prior to his service 
at 
Newport 
Harbor, Capt. Kelly had spent many 
years in harbor work, being in the 
employ of the governm ent 
of 
New 
Zealand when the work of develoi>- 
ing and improving 
Otago 
Harbor 
was done. 
Kelly said th at when he 
came to Newport twenty-eight years 
ago, he saw the possibilities of the 
harbor, and it has 
alw ays 
been a 
source of wouder to him that such a 
magnificent body of w ater should be 
utilised for no other purpose than a 
pleasure resort. 
He said the condi­ 
tions were exactly the same as those 
in New’ Zealand, only that there they 
needed the harbor—had to have it. 
in fact—and when the jieople of New 
Zealand make up their mind to do 
a thing they generally do ii, because 
the people are the government. 
Capt. Kelly gave it as his opinion 
that if jetties were built outside the 
entrance to the harbor, there would 
be little or no dredging necessary, 
as the natural action 
of 
m e 
tide 
would scour the 
channel 
entrance 
sufficiently. 
He said that with one- 
half the money 
expended 
on 
San 
Pedro Harbor, Newport H arbor could 
be made Lie equal of any on the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
Mr. Shaw compared the 
channel 
of Newport Bay to that of San Pedro, 
saying it was fully moo feet from the 
Balboa pavilion 
across 
to 
Balboa 
Island, while the 
channel 
in 
San 
Pedro Harbor was not 
more 
than 
600 feet in width under the most fa­ 
vorable conditions of the 
tide, and 
that large boats, such 
as the H ar­ 
vard, frequently had to back out of 
the channel, not 
having 
sufficient 
room to turn around. 
It was oecided that about 5 o’clock 
would be the best tlhie to start ou 
the boat ride about the bay. 
This 
courtesy was extended to the visitors 
by the Chamber of 
Commerce 
of 
Newport Beach, 
which organization 
never m isses an opportunity to dem­ 
onstrate to the public w hat 
it has, 
and w hat it hopes to have, in New­ 
port Bay. 
The day was 
ideal, and 
the broad expanse of w ater 
of the 
bay never appeared to 
better 
ad­ 
vantage. and it was with a great deal 
of pleasure that the party anticipat­ 
ed the excursion on the water. 
Before the tim e for departure on 
the boat ride 
others 
had 
arrived 
from Santa Ana, and w'hen 6 o’clock 
came and the boats were ready to 
receive their human 
cargo, 
ninety 
happy, sxpectant, enthusiastic people 
took passage. The run w m made to 


;ihe entrance to the bay, thence back 
to Port Orange. 
Here the little fleet 
drew up in line, and from the boat 
in the rear, Mr. Shaw', with a mega­ 
phone, explained the significance of 
this point and gave its history. 
The 
boats moved on through the winding 
passage to the upper bay, each turn 
revealing new beauties and possibili­ 
ties to those not fam iliar with the 
scene.

by day and dream s of it at uight. He 
is one of the most earnest and en­ 
thusiastic boosters of

project. 
Briefly Mr. W allace 
reviewed 
the 
early history of the scheme, aud told 
of the struggles of Newport 
Beach 
in its effort to 
arouse 
enthusiasm 
and get others 
interested. 
He 
re­ 
called the tim e five years ago when 
the Newport Beach Chamber of Com­ 
merce entertained the 
Santa 
Ana 
Chamber of Commerce iii th at very 
room. 
He expressed his pleasure in 
the fact th at Santa Ana 
is 
at last 
aroused and apparently 
determined 
to accomplish som ething in the way 
of harbor improvement. 
The 
pre­ 
liminary survey is now being made, 
and Mr. W allace said that the engi­ 
neering office a t Los Angeles had in­ 
structions to carry the 
preliminary 
work to the extent of furnishing an 
estim ate of .ae cost of construction 
and m aintenance of the twin jetties 
which it is proposed to build. 
Esti­ 
m ates previously made have 
varied 
from 6125,otto to 8200,000. 
Newport 
flea cit proposes to bond 
itself 
to 
build one of the 
jetties, and 
Mr. 
W allace expresseo the 
hoi»e 
that 
Santa Ana would see its way d e a r 
to build the other one 
He wished 
balita Ana success iii its scheme of 
annexing the shoe-string 
strip 
as 
proposed, aud pledged the supjiort of 
the Newport Beach Chamber et Com­ 
merce to accoil!plish that end. 
City Trustee VV. L. Urubb of Santa 
Ana was the next 
speaker. 
Grubb 
frankly confessed 
that 
until 
the 
trip around the bay tie was ignorant 


j of what really existed there and ad­ 
m itted that it had been a revelation 
to him. 
He promised 
to 
give the 
project his careful consideration and

Treatment of household 
furniture 
by ordinary disinfectants may be an 
ideal thing to do in addition to the 
mere mechanical removal 
of 
dirt, 
says the London Lancet, but in prac­ 
tice it is inconvenient and the results 
are not always pleasing. 
The smell 
of certain disinfectants is mostly ob­ 
jectionable in a house, and many of 
them cannot be applied 
without a 
risk of injuring domestic fabrics; but 
the sun, one of the most important 
disinfectants 
known, 
can 
fill 
the 
breach if only it will shine. 
Sunlight is fatal to the vitality of 
the lower organisms, ana experiment 
has proved tnis to De the case with 
a number of 
the 
most 
important 
pathogenic bacteria. 
\t is also well 
jtnown that the chemical activity of 
the sun’s rays, upon which depend 
their germicidal properties, attain a 
maximum in the month of May. Koch 
showed long ago that the bacillus of 
tuberculosis was killed by direct sun­ 
light in from a few minutes, to sev­ 
eral hours, and in a longer time the 
tuberculosis sputum on 
linen 
and 
woolen fabrics was shown 
to have 
lost its infectivity. Similarly the ac­ 
tion of the organisms of typhoid fe­ 
ver, anthrax and cholera is arrested. 
Even a fluid ordinarily favorable 
to the culture and multiplication of 
organisms assumes, under 
the 
in­ 
fluence of sunlight, antiseptic prop­ 
erties until the environment changes 
from one watch was congenial to the 
growth of the organism to one which 
eventually kills it. Sunlight destroys 
also the toxin of the organism, as 
has been well illustrated in the case 
of tetanus, the bacillus of which in­ 
fests our roads. 
The sunlight on the road doubtless 
liilUgates many'evils; and if a “sun­ 
ning’’ of carpets, curtains, furniture 
and decorations cannot be made an!
